osid to'tax all bullion produced in the 
State of Nevada, where the principal mines

The: Occidental and Ofiental line of, 
steamers commenced carrying the bi-monthly 
mails to China, with the hope of eventually 
seouring a subsidy from Government." The 
Pacific Mail 8. 8,: Company: are expecting a 
subsidy of $600,000 for oarrying the mails 
to Japan and China for one year. This 
pubsidy {s to be forfeited if at: any time the 
Company. exceed tho rate of.ono passenger 
for every. registered ton, The agents of 
the Paoitio Mail Company have contracted 
with « large Iron Works Company here, to 
build a steamship for service in the Hawaiian 
Islands. This opens up a new industry,

It is seldom that I record any of the 
numervis crimes committed in this city and 
elsewhere.’

Mr EB, J. Reed writes to the ‘+ Zimes.”— 

“ Another subject that must have presented 
itself to many minds is the extremely alight* 
change which the universal use of steam 
all our warships has been allowed to bring 


about in the personnel of our Navy. Every | Pay 


war vepsel is now a steamer, ‘and some of 
our most powerful and valuable ships have 
not a sail upon them } but, on the contrary, 
are huge engines of war, animated and put 
into activity in every part by steam, and 
steam.alone, The main propelling engines 
ere worked by steam, a separate ateam en- 
gine starts and stops them j steam yontilates 
the monster; steam weighs tho anchor ; 
steam etecrs her; steam pumps her out if 
shé leake; steam loade the gun; steam 
trains it ; steam elevates or depresses it. 
Tho ship isa steam being, and the only 
man who understands it, can work it with 
safety, can control it efficiently, can use it, 
care for it, tend it, preserve it, repair it, 
renew it, is the engineer. Surely such.a 
fact as this must, in the very nature of 
things, have brought about a marked, a 
large, a permanent change in the status of 
the enginesr, and have invested bim with 
rank, influence, and authority bearing 
some appropriate relation to his knowledge, 
his skill, hia anxiety, his responsibility, 
and his actual contro] over the ship in 
‘every part and fanotion of her boing? But 
nothing of the: kind bas happened ;, the 
engineer is to-day almost precisely where 
he was 20 years ago, asnubbed, subdued 
subordinate ‘man, with a dozen cfficors-put 
above him to look down upon him, ‘and 
keop him inthe inferior place which the 
Admiralty hae assigned to him. Take up 
the Navy List, and you will find not only. 
Admiruls of-all grades put in front of every 
engineer, but you must read over long lists 
of Captains, Commanders, Lieutenants, 
Sub-Lieutenants, midsbipmen, naval cadets, 
and the whole ‘navigating staff before you 
reach the name even ofan ‘Inspector of 
Machinery Afloat’ Of this, the bighest 
olass of engineer officers, in both its divi- 
sions, there are for se:vice in the whole 
Navy, including all foreign stations, and 
all home dockyards, and Steam Reserves, 
just ton !. Now, this class of engineers aro 
Fleet and Squadron officers, and therefore 


should: not be very inferior as reg 
nunibers; one would think, to the Admirals. 
But while these ton Fleet. engineer officers 
are deemed sufficient in a Navy wholly 
composed of steamships, the. country “18 
called upon to keep no loss than 60. Fleet 
officara of the Admir.l class on its active 
list.and in its pay.
